2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior ait neither 
anticipates nor makes obvious a pedal powered flywheel power unit having all elements as 
claimed, in particular one with three distinct axle, bearing, and gear set assemblies having a 
flywheel, transfer unit, and pedal unit, respectively, and further including a transmission assembly 
having transmission input andoutput gears attached to the transmission on the flywheel axle. The 
above recitation, combined with the rest of the structure recited in the independent claims, clearly 
defines over the prior art.
